Dr. C. Leonard Huskins to 
Do Research Work 



HAS FAMOUS RECORD 



Study of Heredity To Be 
Encouraged By 
Authorities 



The arrival at McGllI University of 
Dr. C. Leonard Huskins, formerly a 
geneticist and cytologist at the John 
Innes Horticultural Institute in Lon- 
don, England, marks the commence- 
ment of vei^' Important developments 
at the university. The general subject 
of genetics, with which Dr. Huskins 
will deal, has many ramifications 
touching inheritance of all charac- 
tericticE in plants and animals. 

It has long been the desire of Mc- 
Glft authorities to moke it possible 
for intensive research in genetics to 

be carried out at the university and 
Dr. Huskin's appointment is the re- 
sult of a policy whicli has been re- 
ceiving careful consideration for some 
time. The work already done, in this 
direction at Macdonald College at 
Ste. Annes is widely known, and the 
dovelopmcnt of research work, in con- 
nection with botli animals and plants, 
liap broiii-'lii important and u.oeful re- 
sults. The existence of facilities at the 
faculty of agriculture, as well as those 
in Montreal, ensure exceptional op- 
portunities for .study and research of 
this subject, tlie importance of which 
has become more and more widely re- 
cognized. 

Brilliant Career 

C. Leonard Huskins, U.S.A. (Al- 
berta),' M.Sc. (Alberta). I'li.D. (Lon- 
don), comes to McGill with an en- 
viable reputation as authority and ex- 
pert on this subject. Born in England, 
lie eanie out to Canada wlili IiIb foinily 
wlien riuite young, and later took his 
college course at the University of 
Albertu, being awarded his U.S.A. de- 
gree in 1923, his AI.Sc. in 1926. He 
then proceeded to England with an 
lilOl E.xhibitlon scholarship and at- 
tended the Uiilvor.'iliy of J^ondyti 
wliere he studied under Prof. H. Kug- 
gles Gale8, giaduate of JJulliousie and 
McGlll, who is now professor of bo- 
tany at King's College, Unlverbity of 
London. Jn 1927 Prof. J^uakins re- 
ceived his J'h.D-, at London, and tl'^n 
bucume a member of the researcli

A few outstanding books have been 
selected and arranged to show typlonl 
tendencies In the book-mnklng oC to- 
day. 

The beauty of the printed page is 
the aim tn some cases; In others It 
Is the attempt to catch and hold the 
eye. by means of design ntid color 
which are the dominant impulses. 

Worthy of note is the fact that all 
these works, whether strcnalns main- 
ly, cither the typogrophy or the em- 
bellishment of the text throtigh dOT 
coratlqn, have as a common end the 
combination of the beauty of the old 
printing masters with the best ele- 
ments of modern art, producing a 
form of art whicli we might alnMst 
call, both old and new. 

TypM of Bcekt 

The. books on exhibition . repraaent 
the finest don« today both Europe 
and America. 

Notable among them are a number 
of which the moat' strlklnB la un- 
doubtedly an Illuminated edition of 
Goethe'a "Fauat", prepared from the 
original manusoript of Johann HoUe 
of Flensburg. This volume if, to the 
uninitiated, probably the outstanding 
one of the exhibit, both on account of 
the beauty of Its very oldfashioned 
type, and the striking way in which it 
is printed alternating red and black 
ink in successive paragraphs. The lat- 
ter are Introduced by strikingly Illu- 
minated capitals. This volume is the 
work of a Swiss printer in Zurich, and 
like all the other books in the exhibit, 
is one of a very limited edition. 
Beautiful llluatratlena 

Our attention is likewise' attracted 
to a volume containing all the extant 
works of Francois Rabelais, including 
some drawings by the author and a 
number of very beautiful Illustrations 
in brilliant colors by Jean de Boss- 
chere. 

Copies of Dante's "Divine Comedy", 
and Chaucer'8 "Canterbury Tales" are 
also found in the exhibit; the latter 
are decorated on the margins, by some 
figures in color of the Canterbury 
rligrims, taken from the Ellesmcre 
manuscript of the work. 

The e'ver-faBcinallng talc of "Robin- 
son • Crusoe" Is' given now color and 
beauty in a volume published In a 
limited number by a San Francisco 
firm. 

Among the works, one of wliose 
main features Is its wood-cuts, the 
translation of De La Mottc Kouquc's 
"Undine" is oulalanding by virtue of 
the oxcélient work of the artist. Al- 
len Lewis.

Thompson's list were language, con- 
varsattbn, debate, ' criticism, wit, 
hiimor and literature. The speaker ad- 
mitted that art, music, and dram.a are 
also lamps of culture, but ho did not 
deal with ■ them. "Culture only im 
properly expresses tho meaning, of the 
Latin humanilaa. It Is what marks 
and distinguishes tho gentleman, but 
any man may get as much of It as he 
wants, for education !■ easily obtain- 
able. 

Abuaa of Languaga 

Language Is tlio flr.'5t lamp of cul- 
ture, "In books alone are preserved 
the treasures of wisdom whicli the 
world has accumulated, and by them 
alone are these treasures handed down 
to succeeding generations," aays 
Tirench. "Words endure as long as the 
things they represent, A man christ- 
ens a range of mountains and the 
name lasts as long bji the mountains 
themselves. To use words rightly is 
a pleasure and ahould be an obllga. 
tlon. The English language la a dif- 
ficult one for foreigners to learn to 
speak correctly. We have only to 
consider the different pronunciations 
of "ough" in rough, cough, plough, to 
realise this. It Is also a hard language 
to teach, for all adverbs do not end 
in '-ly,, nor arc all words ending In 
-ous adjectives. AVe -should'.. also be 
careful of style. One word is not as 
good as another, and it is the happy 
choice of the word which expresses 
exactly the right shade of meaning 
whicli marks a great author. Slang, 
whieli was o.'.glnally used as humor, 
is now predominant everywhere and 
must be avoided. Oaths are also un- 
necessary. "Language is a moral 
barometer which denotes the rise and 
fall of a nation'9 IKe."

Professor Tliompson Writes 
On Canadian Markets

Prof. R. R. Thompson of the 
."School of Commerce at McGill, Jn an 
article, printed In the London Morn- 
ing Post, made many timely aug- 
geatlona to British manufacturer.^ in 
regard to. the establishment of oranch 
factories in Canada, He wrote as 
follows: 

"Canada as. a market for manu- 
factured goods Is grrowing i-aptdly In 
size and value,'" Professor Thomp- 
son points out, "but a large traction 
of tliese goods must be auitablo to 
Canadian needs, or their loss in 
utility Is great, and Canadians will 
naturally avoid unsuitable for suit- 
able articles. Again, for certain class- 
es of goods it must bo possible to 
alter them, carry out repairs, re- 
place parts, or replace the goods 
entirely within a few days. 

Must Sell Service 

"Manufacturers must be prepared, 
nowadays, not merely to sell their 
goods, but to help their customers to 
get tho best use out of *hem, and to 
maintHin them as well. They must 
not only sell goods but service. 
Proximity ot the manufacturer to his 
market is so vital In many cases that 
tho Atlantic Ocean far outweighs 
tho udvaiuago of British preference, 
whilst tho U, S, A. manufacturt<r can 
give tho Canadian buyer he exact 
goods he needs In a few days." 

jln his article, among other tips. 
Professor Thompson advise.s r.iiti.sh 
nianui'acturer.s to enter the Canadian 
field with up-to-date niuchinery, to 
choose a manager on account of his 
business ability rather titan his 
family connections, and not to at- 
tempt to manage a concern whlcn 
re(iulied local knowledge and i-iuiek 
local decisions, tvoni a distance of 
3,000- mile.".

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• Rhodes Scholarships 

WHEN Cecil Rhodes, visionary and Em- 
pire Builder, died earlj' in the present 
J ; century he left in his will a fund for the 
i establishment of certain Scholarships at 
i .Oxford, to be known by his name and to be 
J --open to students from every part of the 
'■ Empire and from the United States. The 
object of his benefaction was to promote, 
through intellectual channels, the amity 
-of the English speaking nations. 

Rules and regulations were, to a large 
extent omitted from the will. There was, 
however, provision as to the choosing of 
the students. Committees w«re established 
in recognized political and geographical 
localities to select from the district the two 
applicants pro\ing the most promising 
young men, talking into consideration schol- 
|ti^^ilit3% literary aptitude, athletic in 
Wnd also the indefinable quality of 
^ized leadership. 
Each fall a small army of new Rhodes 
Scholars take up residence at Oxford and 
as they progress in their three years of 
study many of them forget that they are 
the visible, outward symbols of interna^ 
tional amity and the object of Cecil Rhodes 
is quite lost in a tendency among Amer 
ican, Canadian, Australian and other 
scholars to congregate together in colonies 
instead of really mixing with the English 
people and above all, with English stu- 
dents. Recent visitors at Oxford maintain 
that the segregation of a great number of 
the Rhodes Scholars has progressed to the 
extent that they are practically an inde- 
pendent unit in the undergraduate com- 
mimity. These, we suppose, live out theur 
term at the ancient university, refusing to 
be assimilated and stubbornly keeping to 
the customs of the home-land. They return 
in , the end ; wax fat in the practice of law 
' and die without recognizing thé true value 
of the years spent in England. 

Some others, a discouragingly small 
nuinbei-, mingle with the English and ab- 
sorb something of their culutre. In this 
latter grouj) tlie dream of Cecil Rhodes 
finds its consummation. 

The Quebec Committee has just called 
for applications, and regardless of whether 
the appointees are McGill men, or Univer- 
w- sity of Montreal men or students at any of 
the other colleges of ilie province, we hope 
, that they will carry to Oxford with them 
^' something of the splendid vision which 
•Wsngyed the founder, of ^^lëifj^d.
